The first attack on nioiiern econo- 
mic conditions, those which concern 
the capitalist. Is made In "John Ga- 
briel Uorknian," which, thouçh not 
one of Ibsen's dn^eatast plays, never- 
theless had it.s effect on modern 
drama. 

Two other ScJindlnavlan writers, 
Ynrslon and Stindberp, were stronifly 
influenced by lljsen. Thcsa two 
writers, topether with Ibsen, are In 
Mr. Drury's opinion "The fathers of 
dnnna as we know it today."

Civilisation, today. recognls«» the 
school as the environment through ' 
which the individual muM pass iu 
order to take his proper jiliico in so- 
ciety, liiit miny dlfflcultlca are en- 
encountered in putting this belief Into 
effect, in Canada, compulsory utlend- 
ancr- at school 1h nui law except in 
ccrtiiln prov.iices and in tiioso tho ago 
limit is only fourteen years. This .a,; 
one of the greatest hindrances to ili'lf 
proper system of education. l}ésidlos% 
the many lesser problems facing the 
various school beards. The reduction V 
ot teachers' wages; the increase of^ft 
pup.ls in the classes; the provision for 
leisure time: religious education; 
rural .nchools: .md the liectic subjectf 
of the curriculum: all these areii 
ters of grave importance whlc^j 
bo considered In order to deVi 
better system of education. 

Tha family was the original school 
amongst the sa,yagea. The system 
used was mainly that of teaching by," 
lraltati<m. IJoys received the greatest 
attention, beiiiu liaudcd over at the 
age of puberty to the elders of tho 
tribe for instruction regarding the 
moral laws. The accumulation of laws 
widened th„ gulf between parents and 
children. Thus It became necessary, tQ.. 
establish' schools. These were first in- ' 
stituted about the time of Christ. 

O'he Greeks were the first to pro- 
vide general education .as this was 
necessary to bring about the deinoo- 
r.icy which thay w'shed to estabilslj. 
Tlie Roman's mean.s of education was 
mainly Imported from Greece. From 
this time untfV the time of Charles 
the Great education was allowed tode- 
terlorate. but was revived for a sliort 
period, only to lo.se once more f'any

The Religion Of Jesus And Of The 
Modern Man 

Sermon of the Rev. F, J. Moore. ' " 



St. John 5:17. "My Father workoth 
oven until now, and 1 work." 



Jesus had healed a Dian on the Sab- 
bath Day, and the Jews had accused 
Jllm of violating Iho Sabbath law. 
Ho did not, as on former occasions 
meet the ch.xrgc by affirming that 
man and not the Sabbath was of pri- 
tnary Importance, nor, as at another 
lime, by declaring that mercy could 
not be bound. He gave them this 
answer: "My Father worketh even 
until now, !ind I work." 

The Hvangollsl does not Interpret 
the saying— he passes on at once to Its 
consequences— but, If 1 have under- 
stood It rightly, what it moans is that 
in performing works of mercy on the 
Sabbath. Josus was doing no more 
than God had been doing since the 
world began. God had been the cease- 
less T pjlerîfor, the good and happiness 
of manSn^and Jesus had caught 
God's aim, entered Into His purpose, 
and had dedicated His lite to Its ser- 
vice and Its realization. • 

He cmild, therefore, know no S.-tb- 
bath where the Eternal purpose was 
concerned: what God had been doing 
He must do; God's will and His were 
one. 

Now If this Interpretation Is correct, 
these words are perfectly suggestive of 
nn Idea of God and a conception of 
the real essence of religion, that are 
finding their way Into minds today 
as a conseciuence ot our larger know- 
ledge about the origin of the universe 
and the creation of man. 

As everybody knows, a great change 
has taken pl.ice In our thinking both 
In respect of the world In which we 
live, and of ourselves. Instead ot a 
universe fashioned and finished in six 
successive creative acts, \n the net 
very distant past, modern science tells 
the story of a world In process of he- 
coming over a stretch ot time beyond 
the power of the Imagination to con- 
ceive; and Instead of an anthorpomor- 
phlc God entirely external to the uni- 
verse, modern science presents us with 
an all -pervasive Infinite energy that 
has been pushing Its way slowly up 
the step.s of progress from protoplasm 
to the mind of man. 
"A flre-mlst and a planet 

A crystal and a coll 
A jelly-fish and a saurian 

And caves where the cave-men 
dwell; 

Then a sense- of law and beauty, 

And a face turned from the clod . ." 
So, roughly, runs the scientific ac- 
count of things, and Religion has been 
finally. If tardily, driven to accept It. 

Scientific theory Is not, of course. 
Christian theology, but when we come 
to make up our minds, from the facta 
which Science sets before U8^j^^^ 
what w'! .arc going to believe " about 
the source and significance of lite, 
the Christian interpretation Is worthier 
than any other. What are the alterna- 
tives? We may hold, with Bertrand 
Russell, that "the major processes of 
the universe proceed according to the 
laws of physics" "from vanity to van- 
ity"; or, with George Bernard Shaw, 
that the Life-Force is an Impersonal, 
blundering energy, Incapable, till man 
appeared, of any self-direction. But 
Is cither of these the best, the mo.st 
adequate way of accounting for the 
universe and life as we know it? 
"How to the Hingcr comcth the song?" 
agks AValt AVhltman; and when we 
consider the emergence of consclous- 
nes.s, the origin of the mental proces- 
ses, the dawn of the moral sense; the 
perception of spiritual values, la it 
really satisfying to say that they arose 
spontaneously and are to be explained 
without reference to any, originating, 
creative mind? Is the Intellectual 
po'wer of a Plato, the spiritual gran- 
deur of Jesus, and the creative Ideal- 
Ism even of Bertrand Russell— atheist 
though he la— to be put down as "the 
outcome ot an accidental collocation of 
atoms", and by-products of the opera- 
tion of chemical forces? is Lorve,— 
"the greatest thing in the world" — 
just that? And Is human personality 
an accident? Surely there Is a more 
adequate guess than this at "the rid- 
dle of the Universe", a nobler hypo- 
thesis? Does not the sense of Right 
suggest an absolute Right? of Good 
an absolute Good? Can perstmalness 
derive from what is less than .per- 
sonal? And can we Isolate our own 
sense of self-dlrectlon as if It wore 
not an original and essential element 
In the cosmic movement? Is It not 
bettor. In spite of all the seeming 
stupidity and cruelty and aimlea.snesa 
In the processes of life, to believe that 
this wonderful universe, with its prov- 
ed laws of growth and development, 
vylth Its beauty, truth and goodness, 
with its spiritual values, which Ju- 
lian Huxley avers to bo "now the true 
end of life"— a significant admission 
for Julian Huxley to make — , Is It not 
botter, I say, to believe that all this 
came out of something akin to our 
own thoiight and IhtolUgonce and will, 
than to try and persuade ourselves 
that it Is all the upshot of unthinking, 
mechanical forces?

Well, draw your own conclusions 
fram the tact ius they are; but there 
is nothing In ay statement that Sci- 
ence has any authority to make, that 
forbids a spiritual, a religious Inter- 
preation of the facts, or excludes the 
belief that the T^lfe-Foroe of the Uni- 
verse is a Power with Whom you and 
I can have a personal relationship. 
And If that Is the view we take ot 
the matter, consider the Idea of God 
with which the' evolutionary doctrines 
leaves us. It takes Him down from 
that far-away throne beyond the stars 
and brings Him right into the univer- 
sal life, — the Creative Spirit and Inner 
Energy of all that Is. The thought of 
His transcendence l.i not, indeed, 
banished; but, transcending the Uni- 
verse, He Is neverthelesfl In It, the in- 
dwelling, informing Principle, the 
"Elan Vital that through the countles-s 
ages has beeti working towards "the 
spiritual evolution of humanity," and 
Is finally dlscovereablo as the Indwell- 
ing Spirit In man. In ahort, God has 
never been resting In a distant heaven 
at all, but is the Eternal Creator, the' 
Eterhal Toiler, ever laboring .and tra- 
i^ling even until now, and still 
toira. In and through man, to accom- 
plish His purpose. "My Father work- 
eth even until now," What Jesus 
said, we can saj', and say it with a 
new and tremendously arresting mean- 
ing. 

Dut the evolutionary processes are 
still going on; or to keep to our re- 
ligious terminology, God's eternal pur- 
pose has not yet been aclilcved, — la 
still a long way from being achieved; 
and the rest of the words of Jeeus 
suggest a further thought: "My Father 
workelli even until now, and I work." 
Wis have already dismissed the mech- 
anistic view that before the advent 
of man it was blind chance that deter- 
mined the course of evolution and of 
progress; but when the mechanist goes 
further and says that with the appear- 
ance of man a new power had arisen 
to aid and direct the biological forces 
already at work, — that man had be- 
come the trustee and director ot the 
whole evolutionary process. It does not 
seem as If, even on the Christian 
view, wo are still left to a conception 
of man's relation to the cosmic iirocess 
not very different. In other words, 
even If "withooit our aid He did us 
make," It is now by the aid of the in- 
telligence and win and the emotions 
ot man that God carries ou His work 
in the world, tliat He has chosen to 
accomplish Ills purpose. And 1 must 
confess my own faith In this, that, so 
far as one^ can see. It Is only In the 
degree that human wills are aurrend- 
ei-ed In the Divine Will tliat there Is 
any hope of further progress. "Na- 
ture", says Julian Huxley, "will no 
longer do thé work iinaldcd." ' I ven- 
ture, with all reverence, to put God 
where he put Nature, and to let the 
sentence stand. History Is strewn 
with the gravM of disappointed hopes 
In a God Who worked miracles for an 
impotent and passive people; but it is 
equally m^kedîby the monui^en^a of 
the achleveihenîs of human e.iergy 
directed towards the happiness .and 
the aspirations of the race. But why, 
after all,' should God's power and man's 
upward striving bo sundered in our 
thought? What is all this tremendous 
'capacity of our minds, this genius for 
invention and discovery, this power to 
organize and direct the great forces 
of nature into serviceable channels, 
this wonderful ingenuity of hand and 
brain,' this faculty for dreaming dreams 
and seeing vision — what if all this la 
the material out ot which God waiits 
to fashion, an^ can ajonp fashion, the 
'fuj^ure,', an^ ferjp'^' tP ■ ft 
^jllieiito^t ^ Biid th^ struggi^ (t^at i|aa 



into being; with all his powers, to be 
a co-operator with Him In the aohlevo- 
inent of His creative purpose. He 
needs the brains of the scientist, the 
skill of the mechanic, the healing ser- 
vice of the physician, the ability ot the 
organizer, the talent of the musician, 
Iho Insight of theatrist and the poet, 
of youth, — He needs all of us and all 
the adventurous spirit and enthusiasm 
our powers, every bit of Intelligence 
and strength 'and noble purpose that 
',vc can put at Hla disposal. 

Were you not stirred by'^hat beau- 
tiful vision of a perfect world that I 
read just now from the prophecy of 
Isaiah? We cannot, at this distance, 
ell how Isaiah, thought It was all go- 
ing tv be brought about. But have 
you and I any doubt at all In our 
minds? How are the waste .and barren 
lands of our own Dominion going to 
be transformed Into ticlds of ripened 
corn Bt harvest-time? How are rivers 
toing to run refreshingly throrugh arid 
tracts, and fearsome and squalorful 
]>laccR be made fit for human habita- 
tion? How are the lame to be healed 
and the blind ma'do to see? How is 
life going to be ho full and abundant 
tor all of us that perpetual soTigs of 
Joy will bo on our lips? How is 
righteousness going so to porme.ate so- 
ciety than sin will be found amongst 
us no more at all? There Is only one 
answer to that, and we know perfect- 
ly well what It is. The work is ours; 
and we must rise to our task or II will 
never bo. accomplished. 

Now It IH the realization of the task 
that lies before us, and the conaclous 
Indentlflcatlon of ourselves with the 
Spirit within us which urges us, in 
our deepest moments, to it, that Is the 
real essence of Religion. This bos been 
80 splendidly put by Canon James 
Wilson, in his remarkable esaay on 
"Evolution in the Light of Modern 
Knowledge" that I shall here borrow 
his thought. Liook, he says, Into the 
facts of your own splrtual nature, and 
you will find a clear enough hint of

Says One Critic 



Hanover N. H. Dec. 16 — (By Ex- 
change Sorvlcse) — Numerous acndem c 
associattons and college editors have 
claimed that footl«nll was ovcr-em- 
t>haMized that It «lemandnil too much 
time from the Ntudont body and from 
tho plîiycrs in view of <he bcnefatu 
derived from the game.

I'-cg .Murray, writing in tiie .Stan 
ford Da.*y, tells the following .stories 
of freak football games: - 

The other day J discussed some 
gridiron oddities, among them the 1025 
Northwostorn Unlvor.slty capta.n'a 
tackle of a teammate In the mud, and 
a high school youth winning a game 
disguised as an official. Here arc some 
more freak football incidcnis, wlildh 
further prove the as.sertlon that the 
game <s like golf, because "anything 
can happen" in it. 

In the 1921 Wisconsin-Illinois game, 
the Badgers scored three freak touch- 
downs, while making only two first 
downs in the whole game. After tho 
Illinois punt, whioh was blocked and 
rolled back forty yards to be recov- 
ered for a Wisconsin score, a. Badger 
grabhed tho free arm of an Illinois 
back who was attempting an end run, 
and swung him off his feet, snapptng 
the boll out of his other arm directly 
into the hands ot a teammate, who 
raced seventy yards for a touchdown. 

In the Chlcago-IIiinola game of 1910, 
the ininolB captain punted, the ball 
hitting the foot of a teammate deep 
:ji Clllcagojs territory. The men near 
the bail waited for the reffree to de- 
clare the b.^^l dead, but the official 
had not seen the off-side, and ftilled 
to blow his whistle. As tho two teams 
grouped arbund, waiting "Red" Gra- 
ham, of Chicago, an Olympic pole- 
vaulter of !!>'J0. picked up the oval 
and trotted sl.xty yards down the field, 
while the crowd liiughcd and hooted. 
I Jut Red's freak touchdown was al- 
lowed. Just the same. 

"Snooks" Dowd, of I.,eh]gh, once 
covered nearly two htmdred yards m 
making ti touchdown, after first run- 
ning almost tho length of the field in 
the wroiiK' direct nn. Other players 
have done thl.s same stunt with less 
happy results, among them Oscar 
ICnop, of Illinois, who once raced 
thirty-five yards towards h'a own goal 
llhe before he was tackled by a team- 
mate. 

The play in which the Ball actually 
did travel 221 yards occurred In the 
University of Southern California- 
Callfornla-Tech. game of 1924. Caj. 
Tech. kicked off, tlie ball rolling over 
U.S.C.'s goal line. While the rest of 
the players started for the twenty, 
yard lino, thinking the b.all would be 
put In scrimmage theme, na usual, 
Green, of Southern California, walked 
out onto tho field without having 
touched the ovaJ down, ajtd when he 
had passed the group of players, sud- 
denly started sprinting down the field. 
Two opponents gave chase, and finally 
tackled him on the two-yard line, and 
tackled him so hard, that he dropped 
the ball. Here one of tho Cal. Tech. 
men picked It up and vnn It back 
forty-three yards before he hlmaeff 
was thrown. That's one for tho book!

Recent Publication Say.s Leaders 
Have Moral Influence

In the past few days, how- 
ever. We have rend much more than 
these things properly falls to the lot of 
the average coach . 

fn a book entitled "The Psychology 
of Coaching,'- • wi'itton by Dr. Cole- 
man R. Griffith. Associate Professor 
of Educational Psychology at the Uni- 
vorslty of lUino.*, wo find an alto- 
gether different viewpoint presented. 
We must understand, of course, that 
the \'ar|ance In thought Is duo merely 
to a scientific treatment of the sub- 
ject by the author. 

It IB stated In this book, which has 
but recently appeared, that a coach, 
whether he be In charge of a grammer 
school team 6r of a college combina- 
tion, can do much to mold the person- 
alltlcs of the men whom ho hus under 
hlH instruction. All this lii. we feel, 
dependent to a inrgo extent upon tho 
type of man who holds thé posItVon of 
tutor. So'fnr ji.s we can .see, tho whole 
thing hinges on the responslhlHty that 
tho individual takes ppon, himself.

Just as people were getting accus- 
tomed to these trick intclllgonco tests 
by which one marks a circle aroiiiui 
the color, if tho word in spellod i lglit, 
and If not, pnt» a cress below llio 
left-hand square— thon they spring 
something new. 

Now It seems of utmost Importance 
that one know whether tho term "loft 
bower" is or is not a term used in 
playing bridge, whether the nickname 
of the Chicago Nationals is Red Sox 
ur soTiiclhing entirely different, and 
exactly what color of a tic should be 
worn with a tuxedo suit. 

These very (lueatlons and others oC 
like nature wore Included In the new 
intelligence test.s given this fall to 
2,000 students at tho George "Washing- 
Ion school. Those lests were worked 
out by a corps of professors hcadod 
by F. A. Mo.-)?, psychologist, to be used 
:n distinguishing holwcoii those pupils 
who possess social intelligence p.nd 
others who possess only abstr.TCt In- 
tellisencc. It seems that the oarly 
type of intelligence lusts revealed only 
the abstract variety. 

The usefulness of this new method 
appears In that it furnishes a clue to 
a proper choice of a vocatlon_^and the 
exact nature of one's capabilities. 
Since getting along with people, meet- 
ing situations, judging people's atti- 
tudes, and having a working know- 
ledge of what Is going on In the world, 
affects greatly one's success In life, 
these tests assume some significance. 

Social intelligence of the kind that 
makes one remeljer faces, read .istatcs 
of minds, and handle difficult situa- 
tions nicely Is supposed lo bo especial- 
ly desirable for would-be politicians, 
salesmen and detectives. Those un- 
fortunates poBsesalng only abstract in- 
telligence deiived from bonks must of 
wisdom resign themselves to a type of 
work which requires few human con- 
tacts. 

Results from these tests, i-eveal a 
normal probability curve with a few 
students possessing unusual social In- 
telligence and a like number almost 
devoid of anything but abstract intel- 
ligence. The book-worm and the 
shut-in fall down greatly under the 
tests. \ 

It's a complicated system they have 
these days for sizing up one's abilities. 
People iKsed lo call it coiiiiiioii-senso 
and book-learning. Now they cull It 
social intcliigcnco und .abstract Intel- 
llgoncc.
